1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, 17 and 18 drawn to a method of altering or imparting contour 
to a pile fabric, classified in class 26, subclass 2R. 

II. Claims 12-13, drawn to an apparatus for modifying a pile fabric, classified 
in class 219, subclass 121.69. 

III. Claim 14, drawn to a method of transforming a dyed polyester pile fabric, 
classified in class 8, subclass 444. 

IV. Claims 15-16, drawn to a pile fabric, classified in class 428, subclass 89. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by a different apparatus, such as 
using a laser on the fabric while the fabric is suspended unsupported, and/or forming 
and controlling the image pattern by hand rather than using a controller which is 
connected to the laser. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination method. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap 
in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
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subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination of Group I 
has separate utility such as a use in treating undyed pile fabrics, or a use in treating 
dyed pile fabrics by shortening the fiber length without affecting the dye distribution. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by a different 
process, such as one in which the fiber length is reduced by cutting with a blade. 

5. Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practiced by a different apparatus, such as 
illuminating the fabric while the fabric is suspended unsupported, and/or forming the 
illumination areas by hand rather than using a controller which is connected to a laser. 

6. Inventions II and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
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806.05(g)). In this case the product can be made by a different apparatus, such as one 
comprising a blade for cutting the fiber length. 

7. Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by a different 
process, such as one in which the dye is unaffected by the treatment steps, or one in 
which the fiber length is reduced by cutting with a blade. 

8. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. If the method (Group I above) is elected, the following election of species applies: 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species of the pile fabric which is treated: 

A. fleece (claim 17) 

B. corduroy (claim 18) 

10. The species are independent or distinct because they encompass treatment of 
distinct types of fabric.
